One specific manner in which my students can use a collaborative solution 
like Google Docs to foster teamwork is through a group research project.

By utilizing Google Docs in this way, students develop essential teamwork 
skills like collaboration, communication, and problem-solving while gaining 
proficiency in digital tools and critical thinking. 


To elevate the idea of using Google Docs for group research projects, I 
propose adding a peer review and feedback component. This could be done 
by having each group member anonymously review and provide feedback on 
another group's doc, using a rubric or guiding questions. This would 
encourage critical thinking, constructive feedback, and collaboration 
beyond just research. Additionally, I would like to know how to best 
integrate this enhancement seamlessly into the project timeline and ensure 
students are comfortable with providing constructive feedback. 
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
